bring on war. Japan has been making 
extraordinary preparations

time. 


St. Petersburg, Jan. 
27—From an 


authentic source it is learned that in 
diplomatic and 
governmental circles 


here it is considered assured that Japan 
is ready for a war with Russia, and that 
the policy and efforts of Japanese state- 
ments are directed along the line of an 
alliance for offensive purposes between 
Japan, Great Britain and China. 


Japan is plainly anxious to resist and 


paralyze Russia's 
successful invasion 


and predominant influence in eastern 
Asia, and as a preliminary to the desired 
conflict suggests to China the establish- 
ment of a military academy at Pekici, 
where Japanese officials sball instruct 
the Chinese in the art of war. 
This 


proposal, it is believed here, will be ac- 
cepted, despite, the opposition of Rus- 
sia, France and Germany. 


The Japanese arsenals are at their bus- 


iest-that is a matter of Russian mili- 
tary information. The army and Meet 
system'of coast" defenses has been de- 
veloped and improved, and recent in- 
spections have shown that they are sat- 
isfactory to the mikado's war office.

measures ate being introduced in Con- 
gress in large numbers, and if the one 
presented by Representative Jenkins ot 
Wisconsin yesterday should be adopted, 
the great corporations could be driven 
out of existence and cheir property con- 
fiscated whenever the law officers of the 
government saw fit to take such action. 
It proposes an amendment to the con 
stitution and applies to all territory 
subject to the jurisdiction of the United 
States. 


It declares Congress shall have the 


power to control any corporation for the 
purpose of commerce between the states, 
including the railroads, telegraph, tele- 
phono, express and sleeping car compa- 
nies. 'All corporations in the United 
States shall be under the control of con- 
gress, including tha power to impose a 
franchise tax, terminate the existence of 
the corporations, the forfeiture of their' 
franchises, and the control and disposi- 
tion of their property. Congress shall 
also have the power to enforce this arti- 
cle by appropriate legislation. 
In the, 


absence of legislation on the part of con- 
gress all powers conferred thereby may 
be exercised by the states. 


It will be seen the Wisconsin man 


proposes to resort to heroic treatment 
to control tho trusts, but he evidently 
has ttto backing of the people of his 
elate on the question, as its lagislature 
hasaireidy petitioned congress to,.pro- 
pose an amendment to the constitution 
for the purpose of controlling the great 
corporate interests.

Range Fighting—Many Were Killed 


• —Sorsogon, Dunsel, Bulan and Virac 


Captured—The Lawton Funeral. 


Manila, Jan. 27-A 
dispatch 
from 


Sorsogon, dated Thursday, Jan, 25. says 
Brigadier Geoeral Kobbe'e expedition 
has occupied Sorsogon, Dunsel.' Bulao, 
-begaspi, southeastern Luzon, and Virac 
on Catanduauos island. The only re- 
sistance was at Legaepi, where five 
Americans were wounded and forty-five 
dead and fifteen wounded Filipinos ware 
found. 


It is estimated that there are 125,000 


bales of hemp in these provinces 'and 
76,000 bales in the ports of Soreogon 
and Legaspi. The United States gun- 
boat Nashville's shrapnel burned 8.000 
bales in Legaspi. The expedition ar- 
rived off Sorsogon Jan. 20 and the town 
displayed white flags. 


Gen. Kobbe and Col. Howe, with a 


battalion of the 47th infantry,' landed 
and raised the United States flag. The 
insurgent force, numbering 300 men, 
evacuated the place. The natives were 
passi/e. During the morning of Jan. 
23 tho Nashville and Venus, with four 
companies of the 47th infantry vegiment 
under Maj. Shipton, approached Legas- 
pi. Filipino flags were flying and the 
trench'es were crowded. A detachment 
of 150 picked men, led by Maj. Shipton, 
landed on the beach about a mile north 
of the town, the Nashville . bombarded 
.the/trendies.and the enemy^retreatnd to 
Albay, where they were .easily dispersed 
to the hills. 


About 200 insurgents, arin.d with 


rifles, forced GOO unwilling villagers, 
armed with bows and arrows, to serve in 
the close-range street fighting before 
the enemy fled. The Filipino dead were 
mostly villagers who were attempting 
to flee. .

Few people realize tlio cli'fTic'ulty ex- 
perienced nowadays in securing Christ- 
mas trees for the holidays. 
Millions 


oi" trees are used every year in this 
country, and each succeeding year finds 
it. more difficult for the merchants to 
secure, choice trees lor the market, 
owing to thi rapid advance in clear- 
ing the forests ot the west. It is es- 
timated that nearly 1,000,000 trees are 
shipped every year from this state to 
eastern parties. 
Theodore Hoffmann 


is probably the most extensive dealer 
in Christmas -trees around here. 
He 


makes a specialty of the business, and 
gy.ys that he will break all records this 
year in regard to the number of trees 
shipped cast. Already he has several 
crews of men at work in 
Marinette 


county, about seventy miles north of 
Green Bay, and also in Florence coun- 
ty. Mr. Hoffmann says that in years 
past he had no trouble in getting all 
the trees he desired in the 
swamps 


above Green Bay and near Marinette, 
but now he Is obliged to send his men 
into 
the 
backwoods a considerable 


distance, as the trees cannot be secured 
now without a great deal of trouble. 
The great difficulty now is getting the 
trees to the railway stations, much 
time being lost in this work. He fig- 
ures that he will get out close to 1,000,- 
000 trees this winter, more than, half 
of this number going to the east. "At 
the rate the trees have been disappear- 
ing of late years I figure there will be 
a scarcity of them in flve or ten years," 
remarked 
Mr. Hoffmann, while clis 


cussing the question. "There are few 
persons making a specialty of raising 
them for the market, but it 'is prob- 
able that some one will take it up be- 
fore it is too late. It is really a hard 
matter to get good trees, my men re- 
porting that very few of them are of 
good size and quality. However, there 
are many swamps where 
the trees 


grow in abundance, and the owners 
will probably realize that they 
are 


worth the holding after all, especially 
when they learn how valuable they 
may prove to be."

The huts ;iri: about teu t'eot in 


diameter .and live feet lii^h. The single 
hole througli which entrance must, be 
made serves 
for door, window .and 


chimney. No tables, chairs or beds are 
to he seen, only n few nmts. pots and 
bl.ankols. The meu and women sleep 
on the ground. 


Tho usual clothing of the wild na- 


tives consist's of a slight covering: tuailp 
of skins and sometimes ornaments 'of 
beads, skins and necklaces of lions' 
tcelli or claws. The women wear an 
apron or .a skin tied about the waist. 
Tho menial work, such as cllgftlug, car- 
rying burdens anil cutting wood, is all 
done by the women. 


A Zulu's wealth is rated by his cat- 


tle ami bis wives. Ue exchanges from 
10 to 20 cows for a wife and sells his 
own daughters for cattle. His wives, 
of whom lie has as m.any as he can 
get, are simply slaves. 


Tlio chief faith of the Zulus is in 


witchcraft, goblins to be feared and 
appeased and in ancestral spirits to he 
worshiped. They use charms and ex- 
orcisms. 
The witch doctor.^ who is 


supposed to discern evil spirits, has 
great power over the people. 


In a recent letter from South Africa 


Mrs. Bridgman describes a visit to a 
Zulu home. She says: "The kraal Is 
perched on a treeless knoll, with a 
background of rolling hills and above 
the cloudless blue of our Natal sky. 


"We had to stoop very low and 


crawl in on our hands and knees. Iu 
a moment our eyes became accustom- 
ed to the dim. smoky light, and we 
saw the head man seated on n mat be- 
fore the little hearth in the center. 
Two or three grown sons, were sprawl-

Russian tea traders 'have received 


news 
that the g'-eat 
caravans will 


shortly start oil their long journey 
across Siberia. 
Within recent years 


touch of the tea consumed in Russia 
bus made the sea voyage from Chinese 
jports to Odessa on the Black Sea, but 
Russians say that tea transported by 
sea loses much in flavor and quality. 
in consequence of-this the largest tea 
merchants continue to receive the bulk 


, of tlieir stock by the ovevlatid route. 


Early in January the caravans arrive 
in Tomsk. 
Between the 1st and 20tb 


or tfee month 19,000 sledges of tea are 
expected, each sledge containing five 
packages of about 
130 pounds each. 


The tea is not packed in cases, but in 
stiffened ox hides. 'Five sledges are 
tied together and drawn.1 b'y one horse. 
The Jast sledge of each group contains 
bay and barley, which the horse of the 
next group quietly munches as he trav- 
els. In consequence of this arrange- 
ment the caravans lose no time. The 
first horse only, who does not feed as 
he walks, is changed from time to 


• time. The horses are changed in the 


Tillages along the road, but as villages 


'.are rarely.met it often happens that 


the horse collapse from ove'rCatigue, 
The leaders ot the caravan, usually 
Kirghiz, sleep.in the sledges, although 
the thermometer is often. 40 degrees be- 
low freezing point. From the Chinese 
tea-arrowing districts to Tomsk is a 
year's journey by caravan.
